P A R I S , Jan. 16.— A wireless m essage received from Rome today declares 
that documents found in the strong box of former Prem ier Caillaux shows 
that Caillaux planned to assume dictatorial powers if he w as made premier of 
French, that he planned the arrest of President Poincaire, Premier Briand 
and other statesmen, that he planned assum ption of military power, restraint 
of parliament and subm itting peace to a vote of the people. 
T w o more arrests were made today of persons believed connected with 
Joseph Caillaux in his treason against France. 
T hey were Paul Comby, well 
known lawyer, deputy Loustalot of the cham ber of deputies.

W A S H I N G T O N , Jan. 16.— T h a t form er Premier Caillaux of France, now 
under arrest w a s on intimate term s with the Germ an am bassad or at Buenos 
Aires and apparently in league more or less directly with G erm any w as indi­ 
cated in telegram s form er G erm an A m b assad o r von Bernstorff sent from this 
city February 4, 1915— given out by the state department today. 
The first of the m essages warned against G erm an praise of Caillaux be­ 
cause “he fears P a ris and fate of J a u re s;” a second message advised of C a i l - ; 
laux’s departure from Buenos A ires and counselled that the Germ ans treat 
Caillaux courteously if they effected the “very desirable capture" of his vessel. 
On June 6, 1917, the Germ an censorship, it w as shown, barred all ref­ 
erence to Caillaux in the Germ an press, presumably to help protect him in 
his own country.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The Brit 
ish labor p arty 's p eace ap p eal to Hus 
sia and Germany 
was

many quarters today as one of the 
most comp elling and significant mov es 
undertaken in the p olitical offensiv e 
against Teuton militarism. 
It was considered a telling stroke by 
the most v ital element now in any 
p op ulation-*—the labor group . 
Sweep ing aside the Russian thought 
that Britain has tended to abandon 
her, the ap p eal was regarded as show­ 
ing a real fraternity between the la­ 
bor of Britain and of Russia and of 
Germany . 
It serv ed, as ex p erts saw it, to p oint 
out further the dup licity and treach­ 
ery of the German Brest Litov sk ne­ 
gotiators while it held out the hop e 
to Germany that she would regain her 
African colonies. 
W ill “See It T h ro u g h ” 
¡Manifestly horn of war weariness, 
the ap p eal, howev er, was regarded as 
showing a firm and loy al determina­ 
tion on the p art of labor to “see it 
through” ev en to the p oint of nation­ 
al ex haustion. 
Further, it cast on Germany 
the 
odium of further continuance of tin4 
war. 
Officials deemed it most signi­ 
ficant that the labor p arty declared 
for self determination for India and 
Ireland, thereby shutting out any p os­ 
sible German or Russian answer that 
England was p reaching what she did 
not p ractice. 
British labor is at the root of recent 
war aims statements. That there has 
been growing 
discontent 
in 
labor 
quarters 
is 
known. 
And 
la rg e ly 
in 
resp onse

group , 
Lloy d 
George, followed 
by 
President Wi> 
son, stated war aims clearly , eliminat­ 
ing for all time any claim that the al­ 
lies are imp erialistic. 
R u ssian s W ill Tire 
Between the British ap p eal and the 
Germans' brusque refusal to quit the 
Baltic p rov inces, the Russians, it is 
felt here, will ev entually tire of bar­ 
tering v itli the enemy . 
Today ’s German rep ort 
of 
settle­ 
ment of Germany ’s internal p olitical 
difficulties was regarded as a comp ro­ 
mise. Hertling himself was a comp ro­ 
mise and w hile he is giv en control of 
p olicy in the East, it was deemed sig- 
niiicant that the militarists were un­ 
able to make Hindenburg or some oth­ 
er militarist comp lete controller 
of 
p olicy instead of dictator as to the 
West only . 
Howev er, some 
authori­ 
ties cautioned that Hertling’s p ower 
in the East may hav e been granted 
only as a sop to liberal op inion op p os­ 
ed to the annex ationist group .

Gen. Hoffman Attemp ted to 
Force Discontinuance of 
Question With 1 roop s

P E T R O G R A D , Jan. 16.— Arrogantly 
declaring he “did not represent any 
government but the German 
arm y,” 
General Hoffman of the German peace 
delegation made violent efforts at S a t ­ 
urday’s proceedings at 
Brest-Litovsk 
to force discontinuance of Russian so­ 
cialistic propaganda 
am ong 
German 
troops, according to official reports re­ 
ceived today. 
The information came in telegrams 
disp atched by the Russian conferees. 
The same rep orts told of agreement 
by German 
Foreign 
Minister 
v on 
Kuhlmann to the Russian demand that 
a sp ecial commission formulate a p lan 
of referendum by which p eop le of a 
conquered territory might work out 
their own future. 
The adjournment 
of the p eace meetings came after a 
rather heated discussion of the p olicy 
of Russian p rop aganda in Germany . 
The Russian delegates rep orted that 
General Hoffman 
injected 
into 
the 
p roceedings again on Saturday 
his 
emp hatic p rotest that Russian p rop a­ 
ganda work in German ranks “v iolat­ 
ed the sp irit of 
the 
Russo-German 
armistice and its p urp ose to achiev e 
lasting p eace.” because “it aimed to 
carry on a rev olution and a civ il war 
in Germany .” 
German Papers In Russia 
Rep ly ing, Russian Foreign Minister 
Trotsky , p ointed 
out 
that 
German 
newsp ap ers 
with 
their 
p rop aganda 
were freely granted 
entry into Rus­ 
sia. 
He outlined that some of these 
urged that the Czar be returned 
to 
l’etrograd 
“while 
the 
bolshev iki 
should take his p lace in ex ile.” 
“I don’t rep res<jp t any gov ernment.” 
Hoffman was quoted as declaring in 
rep ly . “I rep resent the German army . 
I won't discuss p olicies of the p ress.” 
“1 am sorry for my inability to un­ 
derstand General Hoffman’s p osition.” 
Trotsky was quoted as rep ly ing. 
“It 
is only to be ex p lained in the differ­ 
ence of our v iewp oints as to the con­ 
ditions of the armistice. 
In our be­ 
lief it cannot limit /the ex p ression of 
op inions of the Russian rep ublic or 
its gov ernment.” 
Should Not Interfere 
At this juncture German 
Foreign 
Minister Kuehlmann interjected that 
“uninterference in the affairs of Rus­ 
sia was the basic p rincip le 
of 
Ger­ 
many ’s p osition, but this 
was 
eon- 
tinuable only p rov ided the 
arrange­ 
ment was mutual.” 
“Inasmuch as our 
gov ernment 
is 
deep ly internationalistic, 
we 
would 
consider it a great 
step 
forward,” 
Trotsky asserted, “if 
the 
Germans 
would consider it p ossible op enly 
to 
discuss their op inion regarding 
the 
situation in Russia.” 
The discussion, the Russian

gates said, was halted at this p oint by 
Count Czernin’s 
announcement

and the conference stood adjourned.

Release of Officers Held In

ed by the bolsheviki government 
today. 


The exact number of Russian 
army officers who were recently 
arrested by Rum anian authorities 
is not known. 
The Russian ultimatum declared:
